The NAB has no right to infringe on my right to listen to the programming I choose. 
That the NAB is asking the FCC  for relief  via their petition 04-160, due to the 
inability of its' members to compete in the marketplace is despicable and counter to
the American tradition of free enterprise.
I urge every commissioner to reject the NAB's petiton 04-160 and to support XM 
Radio's ability to offer the superior programming I have the right to choose.
